St. Lucie Discharge 
Is Discontinued 


June 21; 1957, discharge by way of 
the St. Lucie Canal to control Lake 
Okeechobee levels has been discon- 
tinued, Colonel Paul D. acd 
District Engineer, Jacksonw 
District, U. S. Army Corps of 
gineers, announced this week 
Troxler said the discharge still 
continues by way of the Caloosa- 
hatchee River at the rate of about 
3,100 cubic feet per second. The 
District Engineer said that cutting 
off the St. Lucie Canal discharge, 
which begán during the week of 
May 13 as the result of continued 
heavy rainfall over Lake Okeecho- 
bee and its tributary areas, can 
now be effected because of the de- 
cline of rainfall over the area. 

Troxler stated that the St. Lucie 
Canal discharge has not exceeded 
2,200 cubic feet per second during 
the discharge period despite the 
fact that at one time an increase of 
up to 4,000 cubic feet per second 
was considered but did not have t9 
be made. In announcing this cessa- 
tion of regulatory discharge by 
way of the St. Lucie Canal he 
stressed the fact that any prolong- 
ed period of above normal rain- 
fal may again require tlíat St. 

ucie Canal discharge be resumed. 

Lake Okeechobee is now 13.2 
feet above sea level, which is ouly 
slightly above the desired lake 
level at this. time of year, Troxler 
concluded.

Capt. C. E. Taylor, Commander 
of the F'iorida Highway Patrol 
Troop K, which polices the turn- 
pike, said extra patrols and all 
available troopers ‘will be on the 
job on the Sunshine State Park- 
way during the July 4th holiday 
period which begins Wednesday at 
6 P. M. and ends Sunday night at 
midnight.
